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$£468 million. T was partly instrumental
in convincing some of the other mem-
bers of that committee. as well as the
Appropriations Committee, of the need
for such a building. FEven thourh the
fAgure seemed a little high, I thourht it
was justified. T was influenced partly
by the fact that thereby the Federal Gov-
ernment would be enabled to vacate some
of the temporary buildings oh 01 near
Constitution Avenue,

I agereed to that figure also in part
peause of special storage requirements
for this particular agency.

There Is also provision for an author-
ization of $8.500.000 to extend the ap-
progches of the George Washington
Metitorial Highway if the building in
question is to be located in Langley, Va.
1 thought that appropriation would serve
a double purpose. It would facilitate
extension of the memorial highway as
early as possible, and it would aiso serve
the proposed building.

T shall not give the figures as to the
number of employees which this Ageney
has accumulated since it was created in
1947, becuuse of certain security consid-
erations involved in the number of em-
ployees. But to me lhe number was
shocking, and it was shocking to many
others who heard the proof.

In the face of those facts, I am fur-
ther shocked and somewhat chagrined to
learn that the CIA is asking for an addi~
tional $10 milllon for the construection of
this building, over and above lhe $46
milifon already suthorzed.

The press has already dubbed the pro=-
prosed building 45 A “little Pentagon.”
T was not in sympathy with that desig-
nation when it was comed, but later 14
concluded that the press was perhaps as
nenrly right as 1 was, even though 1 nad
more of the facts than the press had.

1 feel & certain sense of responsibility
in this copnection, toward the members
of Lhe subcommittee of the Committee
on Armed Services, as well as to the
snembers of the Appropriations Commit-
tee, because of representations which T
‘made 1o them last year. Unless the facts
Ihave materially changed, I shall cer-
'‘tainly vigorously oppose an increase of
'£10 million for this building. The only
justification given for this item is that
building costs have gone up 572 percent
within the past 12 menths. However,
the increase in the request for appro=
priations is 21.7 percent.

Without going into this subiect fur-
ther at this time, or making an extended
argument, I announce that I shall cer-
1ainly lopk into the question further, and
I expect (o oppose the proposal. 1
strongly favor the construction of or-
namental buildings on Constitution
Avenue, Capitol Hill, or other similar
areas of the Federal Government, Such
structures should not be built primarily
with the idea of trying to save a dollar,
hecause when we ornament thwe Hil, it
is an ornament to the entire Nation,

However, the proposed construction is
away from the Hill, away from the im-
mediate seat of government. T econsider
the proposed expenditure to be lavish.
I think it illustrates the point thai at
some time the Congress must eall a halt
on lavish expenditures for public buld-
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ings. Otherwise we may make ourselves
the laughing stock of those who know the
facts.

Mr. CHAVEZ. Mr. President, T know
what the Scnator from Mississippl is
talkine about. The construction of
every building of this tvpe must be ap-
proved by the Commiitee on Public
Works.

1 have found, threush representations
witich bave been made pofore the Com-

mittee on Publie Wortts, that oeveyy
acenev  of the Federal Govermuneny
jurated within the ITnstrict of Cohumbia

has the bricht . that Congress will
approve the seleei-n of an area which
suits the estheotie weas of the persennct
of the particular azency.

The CIA is not the onhly ageney in-
volved.  There 15 betore the Comnutice
on Public Works for approval a great
scheme of the Geclogical Survey.,  Not-
withstandine the fact that there is plenty
of Federal property within the Dustrict
that is vacani, the Geologweal Survey
wants 1o pu elsewhere, noy for the pur-
puse of more etficiency, but to suit the
ideas of the personuel within the acency.

1 think everv Member who is lstenibg
to me now s famibar with the area of the
Barean of Standards, on Counecticut
Avenue. ‘There is no belier location in
the Listrict of Columbia. Nevertheless,
the Bureau wantis to give il up and move
0 & hew locatiol, where it can have mm ¢
lawns. more of this. and more of that,

The Committee on Public Works is
asking all the agencies to furnish it with
a4 st of the vacant property which they
now have in the Mstrict of Columbia. X
khow it is the feeling of the Conyress,
and. I think, it is the desive of the people
of the United States that all the tem-
porary buildings on the Mall, on Con-
stitution Avenue, and elsewherve. should
be ciimnated. Would the Congress he
justified in buying property for the (ieo-
logical Sutvey or for the Bureau of
Sstandards or for the CIA so long as it bas
properly which it already owns? 1 de
not think the Conpress would be justi-
fied in spending miiltons of dellars for
new real cstate.

Let, me give Lthe Senate another ex-
ample. The property across frem the
White House, al 17th Street, is aoccupied,
I believe, by the Court of Claims. D the
Senators know who owns that propesty?
It, and also the parking lot next to il is
nwned by Uncle Sam.  Someonc 1 mak-
11 money by having a parking Jot there.
Apparently all the memibers of the court
wish to have a building in the cournv vy,
with ihe exceplitn of Judee Marvin
Jones, Would we be justified in aban-
doning that property? For whai would
it be wsed? If we should abandon 1t
we would have to justify before our con-
stituents and the American people why
we did that and then appropriate mil-
hons of dollars to buy land en the out-
skirts of the District of Columbia,

The District of Columbia is not rep=
resented in the Senate or in the House
of Representatives. The responsibility
for the welfare of the District of Co-
lumhbia is in the Congress of the Unilted
Btates. Do we not have s responsibility,
even from an economic standpoint, to
consider these things before we take
hasty action?
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Sp far as T am concerned, Mr. Prosi-
dent, before the ClAand other Govern-
ment azZencies receive any more mohey
from the Commitiee on Public Works
thev will have ta make a betler showing
than they have made up to this moment.
